GAME AND DETERMINED MILL BETWEEN HODGSON AND WATTS. 


On Wednesday last took place one of the best contested encountera in the 
prize ring it has ever been our duty or inclination to witness, The stake was 
small, and the competitors may be considered only mere novices, but for pluck 
and coursg4 as far as nature allowed, and the gameness shown under painful 
disadvantages, might well put to blush many men of extensive fame. We feel 
it incumbent to ix fully into this mattor, for it was truly a “model mill,” worthy 
of imitation in all forthccming affairs of a like kind, ; Both tho Jads hail from and 
are backed from the locality of St. Pancras or Somes’ Town. Arthur Hodgson 
ia 21 years of age, and stands ft Gin, Alfred Watts ia two years the Senior, but 
is nearly 4 inches shorter, only standing ft 2}in. They were confined to 8st Lb, 
and on the day previous were found to be well within that weight, A Jong 
journey by rail, amldet a pitiless storm, 50 that even the carriages folt the affect 
of the down-pour, for the one in which we were ensconced was like a shower 
bath, brought us to a well-known spot, but tho hardiest of all cou'd not be 
tempted to “cross tho water,” At this juncturo, as if by magic, Paggey White 
emerged from some unknown place, either above or below,? and*the ropes and 
stakes were quickly arranged. The elements had abated, tho men made their 
toilets, Jem Dillon appeared ag principal esquire for Hodgson, alded by a friond 
of the Jatter; while Donnelley was first counsel for Watts, who also had a friend 
likewise to P ay second fiddle, The referee took his station, and all things ap- 

eared to bid fair, especially in the weather, when again a torrent of rain and 
Pail induced a skedaddle by principals. seconds, and spectators. It was, how- 
ever, the ‘clearing up shower,” and all being again rettled down, or standing 
up, for there was no lying down in the “ mud and rain,” at 10 minutes to 11 com-

Round |—Hodgson etood well over his man, hislong reach being apparent, and 
his sty)e aa if it was not the first time he had appeared. Watts, although his at- 
titude was not so artistic, showed by hia determined brow that he was game and 
would not bo shaken off without a sevore struggle. Hodgson at once commenced 
the tactics, which he continued {0 the end, sentout his le!t repeatedly, which 
his Jonger reach gave him the pares of doing ; Watta at once gave aspecimon

Rownd 2—-Both qnick up, when Hodgson again shot out his left. and witha 
fiugh hit with the right, at once raised a bump upon the left eye of Watts. They 
went atit in a most determined manner, Watts, although short, got at last 
home, when Hodgson turned and his opponent got ona rasper on the back, 

Round 3—The fast fighting thus carly made them slow, wheu a close and 4 
struggle ended in both being dewn at the ropes. 

Round 4—Watte led off again, but short, when Hodgson at Jeast four tines 
landed his left against a brave and determined fellow. At this early stage 
Hodgcon showed a disposition to endeavour to get out of harms way, although 
he ovee and again faced his man and inflicted severe punishment, but with his 
left only. Both were dawn in the end 

Rounds 5 to 7-—In these rounds it was all ofthe came charector, ~ Todgson 
sending out his left with good precision pinking bis man, whose facial appear. 
ance was anything but handsome; and Watts gamely, bnt fraitlersly attempt- 
ing to stem the tide, which too surely, at this early period, 19 minutes, had set 
iw against him,

know, and the brave attempting Watts was cheered to the uttermost. 

Rounds 13 and 13—Watts forced the fighting, and in the first of these rounds 
appeared to take the lead ; and inthe 13th round both came up “ before time,” 
a ding dong tursle, after another spank on the cheek, when Watts slipped down, 
Time 29 minutcs, 

Rounds 14 to 22—In all these rounds the eame cheracter was displayed, 
Hodggon still keeping his right arm close to his side and rep’atedly meeting 
the brave but incffectual rushes of Watts, by a straight left-hander, and in a 
rather suspicious way actually running round the ring. They occasionally 
struggled forthe fall, whon in mogt instances Hodgson was uppermost. At the 
end of the 21st round 27 minutes had elapsed, 

Round 23—Here Watts ran up to the ecratch, would not be denied, and by 
sheer gameness alone, got on one or two, though not effective blows. 

Rounds 24 to 27—Jn the first not a blow was struck, and both were down, 
the slippery nature of the ground giving good reason for the shortness of the 
bouts. In the 26th Watts again ran up, when Hodgson again and again propped, 
Watts now showed unmistakeable marks of severs punishment. In the 26th 
they rushed yn all parts of the ring. and Watta just missed landing a smasher. 
In the 27th Hodgson ran all over the ring, a regular circus style, Watts in vain 
trying to get on, when the latter was caught and thrown heavily. 

From the 28th to the 34th round all were of the same character and it was 
seen that the tide had fairly set in against the brave Watts, who, from the 
repeated visitations ot Hodgeon’s left, in the 34th came Up groggy, ant fell 
from sheer weaknees, Cries of “ Take him away” was at this period heard, 

Rounds 35 and 36—Watts came up to be forced down. In the 36th Hodgsan, 
who had been loud!y cen-ured for his apparent “want of game,” showed a most 
manly feeling in not punching his now Jast failing opponent. 

Rounds 87 to 43—Hodgson still kept meeting his game antagonist, hit him 
with bis left without any return, Watts showing great punishment, they sparred, 
and so apparcnt was the presumed advantage of Hodgson, that it was thought 
he must have the white feather not to go in and finish, when his adversary, almost 
blind, was at his mercy. At the end of the 43rd sound the time occupied was 
one hour, Watts being weak, and apparently uo earthly chance of having a turn- 
ing point come up in bis favour, 

The 4th and 45th rounds were of like character, when the gamo Watts by 
desperate courage, in the 46:h round, electrified all present by a determined 
rush and eucceeded in giving the first knock-down by aluvge just above the 
belt, amidst loud cheers, 

In tho 47th Hodgson showed shifty tactics, but met his man as straight as a 
dart on the now fast closing eyes, 

To the 56th round no comment is necessary. Cries of “Give in for him" 
were frequent, but acceding to hii repeated appeals to ‘let me have another 
round,’ the battle was prolonged up to the 68th round, Hodgson being at 
enn time blamed for not sooner finishing tho affair, but Watts would appear 
again, 

At the 62nd round one hour and a-half had elapsed. At the finish of the 
68th, when the sponge was thrown up in tokeh of Wats’ defeat, the fight from 
beginning to finish had lasted just one hour and 37 minutes. 

REMARKS. 

Any further reference {o the above affair would be unnecessary beyond the pre- 
vious description, but that there were ciroumstaoces during its progress which 
ca)l for more than a passing comment. In the first place Watts was over- 
matched, over-reacbed, and not in good condition ; but a gamer fellow never 
entered the Ring ; he strove against hope when all was hopeless, and had his 
Se eee been on 4 par with his brave determin tion he might have beén 
able once or twice to have turned the tables in bis favour. It was not to be, but 
he never once over-stepped the Principles of fair play; and Jought his uphill 

ame with manly perseverance. le faiied, and in the languege of Puggay White, 
twas '‘a pretty fight,” for a gamer Jad never stripped—but, as the sago Paggey 
observed, ‘there must be a loser, and there can only be one winner,” OF 
Hodgron equal praise is due, and although at ove period of the contest he had 
to be cautioned, and his conduct wag questionable, but fromtime totime, thecon- 
tortions in his face and muscular twitching, which mavy nd:took for cowardise, 
arose from the fact that the small bone iy his right arm was broken inthe third 
round, He fought with ove hand only for au hour anda quarter out of the one 
hour and thirty-eeven minutes the fight lated. The contest over, ali diferences 
were ended, the friends of the beaten man looked well to his ®ants, and it is 
but justice to say that although Watts was notin goed trim, Hodgson was 
brought wellto the Ring, admirably trained by Brummy, at Wandsworth Park. 
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GAME BATTLE AT MANCHESTER. 

After many barneys, maws, aud magisterlally disturbed tights which we havo 
had to record, it is refreshing to chronicie a mill brought off quietly and with- 
out a disturbance, and characterised by undaunted bravery aud pluck on both 
sides, This was the case on ‘Saturday Javt, when the fancy mastered in strong 
force on Chat Moss, near Cottonopolis, to witness the patSage-at-arms between 
Jno. Mack and Jno. Cunningham, two natives, who were matched to contend 
for a tenner at 7st 6lb. In the Iuruginarep Spoutina News of Nov. 11 we 
gave particulara of how these lads should have fought in the same ring as Ned 
Pyansand Arthur Chambers, but owing to Mack not arriving till late a squabble 
aroee, and tho atakeholder, on being appealed to, ordered a iresh meeting, cither 
man being absent to forfeit the money, A cosy spot being selected (the same, 
in fact, where Ferguson and MWeywood contended) the wooden walls were 
quickly raised, aud the lads gave the friendly (7) grasp, and commenced 
hostilities. Bill Browa’s pot-boy, “ Jocks,’ consented to act as referee ; Cun- 
ningham was esquired by Bob Dackem and young Ingram, whi st Mack was

T have regalarly grown & fow sunflower piants for the last five or aix 
yours for my fowls, aud have always foucd that they oat the seeds 
xrerdily, whether these are jn or oat of the flower, provided only that 
they aro ripe ard have @ kernel invide, which many of the smaller asd 
immature heads have not; such areds, couristing only of skin, the 
fowls will Joave uptoucted, They acem to prefer the black to the light- 
coloured seads, ‘They are to be used only as an addition to the other 
food.—-W, D. P.

ROUP. 

Having been annoyed several times with that arch-enemy roup 
amoug my fowla, I tried every nostram I could lay my handa upon, 
but always with considerable joss, till thiy season I hit upon the fol- 
lowing, which has proved suocessful, not having lost one bird ;— 

Give oue table-spoonfal of castor oil, My mode of administering 
this ii, perhaps, now. Tako o strip of white blottiog-paper, 2 inches 
broad and 8 or 4 inches long, roll this on a pia half an inch in dia- 
meter; closing one end like a cartridge paper, withdraw the pin; pour 
in the oll, clow the top with your fore finger, or open the bird's 
mouth with your left hand, tarn the cartridge upside down into the 
throat and push the wholé over with the fore floger. Taus the plum. 
age of the fowl is kept clean, After tho oil has opsrated give twice 
daily, iu the morning carly and afvor the birds have gone to roost, ons 
pill each, consisting of One grain sulphate of irou aud thres grains of 
tbo tuest Cuyouue pepper, mixod with salt butter into a firm pill, “Wo 
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each pint of drinking water, which must be fresh every morning, Pp 
three grains, bruised, of cochineal, and about the size of a nut of cam 
phor. Wash the mouth, nostrils, and eyes with tepid vinegar daily 
morning and evening. 

For chickens I put three grains of cochines| to tho pint of water 
with a bit of camphor, once a-week, giving broad and ale every 
second day. Young birds thus treated have never shown symptoms . 
of any disease, moult well, and are very strong.—THomas Sort.

STABLE ECONOMY. 


Immediately @ horse is taken up from grass and placed in a stable he 
is subjected to the evil effects of an unnatural treatment, a system 
wholly a deviation from nature, and one that renders the anima 
organism liable to disease aud loss able to resist the attacks of it. A 
stable, therefore, should be constructed on the most approved scientific 
principles, 60 a3 to insure effective drainage and thorough ventilation, 
as a means to obtain pure air, and moderate warmth, items all neces- 
sary to the well being of animal life, A very mistaken notion prevailsy 
especially among grooms, that great heat should always be present In 
stables, Heat certainly causes the subjects placed under its operation 
to carry a bright coat, but this saves ‘‘ elbow grease,” and for this 
reason, in nine cases out of ten, a high temperature is kept up, 

Proof upon proof could be cited how constantly disease ooouré 
caused by ill ventilated and overheated stables, where the samo air 
being breathed and rebreathed, enervates the system, and renders it 
susovptibleto glanders, farcy, ophthalmia, influenza,and other maladies 
which do not affect the same when left wholly, or partially even, to ® 
natural existence. 

Are not animals of the same species, inhabitants of warm, smaller 
than those of milder climates? Does not heat enervate the body? 
And on the other hand, does not a bracing breeze invigorate it? Is it 
not repugnant to common sense to suppose that an snimal who lives 


twenty hours of the day in an atmosphere heated to 70 degrees can, 


during the remaining four, be exposed with impunity to one little 
above, or perhaps A re freezing point ? 

r. Jolinson has said that, ‘ Life everywhere’ is a state in which 
much is to be endured and little to be epjoyed,” and certainly thia re- 
mark can with propriety be referred to our domestic animals, creatures 
who are more or less rendered subservieut to the u-e of man, who, in 
erder to obtain from them the labour required, places them under the 
effects of artificial states, and in instances under the operation of oir- 
cumstances banefal to the animal body, some of which (regarding tho 
horse) have been above mentioned. am well aware that a hunter 
must be artificially treated, in order to enable him to undergo tho 
revere physical exertion demanded of him during arun with hounds, 
and that a milch cow, located in our dairy sheds, is converted into a 
machine for the production of milk ; but at the samo time it is the duty 
of man to consider well how hoe deals with the tender life of dumb 
creatures committed to his charze for his use and pleasure by an all 
wise Providevos, and this matter wuet be investigated on sound prin- 
ciples, when aright conclusion can alone be based on scientific research 
aud well weighed practical observation, Tuis consideration, there- 
fore, involves the necessity of the reasoner being well acquaiated with 
the habits of animals both in a natural and artifloial etite, and of his 
being versed in physiology and chemistry, appertaining to the elucida- 
tion of a hygienic system. The question may be asked, What ta uoder- 
stood by hygiene? Hygiene is a system by means of which we are 
able to indicate, both for ourselves and animals subservient to our use 
—first, those habitations so situated and arranged as to insure thorough 
drainage and ventilation, or, in other words, those built on scientific 
principles and with sufficient human foresight to secure health and 
comfort; and secondly, those foods best calculated to promote health. 

By due attention to these laws “life may be lengthened, although 
death cannot ultimately be defeated ;” x ay fa let us consider how we 
can best apply them to the well being of our horses, - 

Stables are better built with their windows fronting the south and 
upon arising ground if possible, for in such position @ natural fall is 
obtained, which necessitates the easy and rapid outfall of the drainage; 
but if such cannot be procured, then the drainago pipes must be 
arranged so ag to convey the liquid manure to a distance from such 
buildiug. Drains within the stables are better uncovered, a plan 
which has been adopted in all recent patont stable fittings, which con- 
sists in a pipe, open throughout its entire upper or floor surface, 
ruoning up each stall, and placed at right augles to a similar one 
carried along the stable about two feet behind the row of stalls. ‘This, 
the maip drain of the stable, should communicate with a covered pipe, 
in order that by it the liquid may be conveyed a distance of not loss 
than thirty yards to @ jiquid manure tank, or, if in a town, to the 
main drainage. Tho open drain possesses this advantage~-it can, as 
it should, be cleaned ont daily, This prevents tbe accumulation of 
filth that is constantly occurring in a covered one. The stall flooring 
also should decline very slightly from each stall partition to the centre 
gutter, from which point the liquid cau run away through the stall and 
stable gutters to the underground drain outside, 

By effecting the immediate escape of liquid, decomposition cannot 
go on within the stable, and consequently the presence of certain gases 
deleterious to health—such as ammonia and sulpbareited hydrogen— 
isin a great measure prevented. A slight decline from the partition to 
the stell gatter is recommended, because in many instances ill effects, 
aod even diseases, have arisen, owing to the floors of the stalla being 
built ona decline from the wallin front of the horses’ heads to the 
gatter which formerly existed, and even now ia sometimes met with 
behind their heels, In this go constructed stall the inmate was obliged 
for hours together to stand uphill—ie., with the fore-legs in a more 
elevated position than his hind, That such persistent posture must bo 
weatisome to horses can be n-ticed by animals 60 located hanging 
back, ag it is called—that is, placing their hind-legs near the main 
gutter, so as to bring their fore-legs on a plane surface, and by this 
means adapt the r tailed to an easy posture, Any posiure, if persisted 
in for any hasan becomes irksome and laborious; but ten times worse 
is it for the poor horse go situated, who has no alternative bat to 1ié 
down or atsnd on an inclined plane—that is, in a position calculated to 
produce contraction of tue ligaments at the back of the knee, and thus 
set np the complaint known as ‘over at knee.” Moreover, it i8 
better never to tis horses up, and for this reason, together with the 
above, loose boxes are to be preferred to stalle as habitations for horses: 
To those they can range about, stand, or lie down in almost avy 
posture they like, their legs do not go as in stalls, and Jife itself 1 
rendered pleasurable But stalls or loose boxes, if not yentilated—ie. 
if they be not constructed s0 as to admit the jugress of pure air, a0 
the egress of impure Or Spent gusva—are likely to prove an active 
adjunct in the production of the maladies above enumerated, which 
were common years &go, but lately, owing to a better atteution t 
eavituy laws, have become comparatively rare. 

A loose box ovght to mereure 14 feet by 12 feet, or as neayly so 48 
possible, and in he ght 12 fect to 16 fest. As to ranges of stalls, each 
svould be about 6 feet 6 inches wide, and the psssage behind them ne 
less than 6 feet across ; and over the whule stabling, whether consist 
ing of loose boxes or stalls, build no loft or servants’ rooms, ‘This plat 
can be readily carried out in the country, but in towns and particularly 
in Loudon, where land commands a high price, greater difficulties are 
thrown before us, and servants’ apartments almost of neceasity fio 
their way aloft. But whichever plan is adopted, ventilation cao be 
obtained successfully by placing a Muir's patent four points vents 
lator on the highest elevation in the roof of ‘the stable, aud if t 
room be situated above it, then a chimney must be built at the sida 0 
the room wall, toreach the ventilator thatis to be fixed upon it. 

Many systems of ventilation have been tried, but none that J have 
eximined have succeeded in effecting thorough ventilation, with aie 
excyption of the one above moationed, which coonists of a 1 m 
(chimney) divided dowa tue ceatre by a mid partition ot a 
By this means, oven allowing the stable to be hermotioally sealed. t 
expired or Yarified air and gases would escape at one division, anc ie 
Aoke or atmospheric air would descend at the other. This system ‘

sequently ascends and escapes, as above explained, when, to refill its 
place, the heavier or external air rushes in, asd thus a continual 
current of fresh air is supplied, replacing the spent gases and those 
Unfit for respiration, and thus necessitating the presence of a health 
Pixsucing atmosphere.—J. I, Gurron, M.R.O.V.8., Richmond, 
wrey.—Sporting Gazette.

ON THE MANAGEMENT OF HUNTERS. 


By JosrpH Gama@er, SEN. 


To aim at establishing a rational system of feeding hunters, im- 
ponent as that part is in their peneyal management, is almost equiva- 
ent to discussing the merits of different kinds of horse forago singly, 
relatively, and in combination, Since the hunter is the horse particu- 
larly adapted to sustain great exertion for a long period; and those in 
similar form are as qualified to bear exertion on the battle-fleld during 
many consecutive hours. 

In resuming my remarks on observations made under different modes 
of horae-feeding, with reference to hunters in particular, it may be 
said that I differ in my mode of exposition, and in some conclusions 
drawn, from preceding writers on the subject. If such be tho case, it 
will no doubt be admitted that to at least an equal extent opportu- 
villes have been availed of by me for making observations and 
iocumulating facts. 

Oats, hay, bran, 
forage necessary for 
remarks. 

Some years ago @ notion was sent forth to tho effect that our giving 
hay was the cause of so many English horses becoming roarers; and 
that the reason why roarers and horses otherwise affected in their 
respiratory organs were rarely met with on the Continent, was because 
they gave straw partly or wholly as a substitute for hay. ‘To 
“ Nimrod” (the late Mr, Appleby) is due the promulgation of that idea, 
which he took up during a sojourn in France some twenty-five yea's 
ago, My own experience, however, is altogether in opposition to the 
above doctrine, I have found that, though straw may help to fill out 
a horse, it dovs not make him muscular and capable of enduring fast 
and trying work. It is true that there is occasionally to be met with 
both wheat and oat straw which partake ia some degres of the quality 
of hay, owing to the quantity of grass and clover which the bottom 
of the sheaves contain when cut close tothe ground. And when the 
corn has been got up under a southern sun, is thrashed, and the straw 
promptly stacked in the way we have witnessed it in Toncen ys it does, 
in such case, afford much good ‘food for any horse. But it is not 
the straw—the indigestible woody substa ox1—that nourished, but 
the hay that is intermixed with it; stending, therefore, as horse 
forage in a somewhat similar position as peas do to sawdust as 
ioda for pigs, when we are told that on tho latter these animals will 
atten. 

Prior to the days of railroads being generally extended, when in 
some of the sbivbern countries of Europe the transporting of com- 
mercial commodities by land was accomplished by mules, I took an 
interest in observing those animals in Tuscany, and continued to col- 
lect information respecting them during the many years I resided in 
practice at Florence. It was a common thing for me to stop for the 
night at an {nn where forty pairs of mulos halted. On the road be- 
tween Leghorn and Florence, and the latter city and Bologna, the 
plan of feeding these animals I found was uniform; their food con- 
sisted of beans and bran in equal parta by weight, amounting together 
to about a stone for the day, divided into three feeds, and hay given in 
free abundanco. 

In order io determine the properties of an article of food as of 
medicine, it must be tested alone, and after following up the 
observation of a series, to ascertain results derived by comparing two 
or more kinds; and thiscan only be dono so as to serve for reliable 
experience, by giving them to the samo epecies of animals, Dogs are 
often used for observation, with a view to determine the effects of 
substitutes for the use of man; but neither these nor the ox tribes can 
serve our purpose. We must decide according to effects seen on the 
equine tribes only. 

Horses, I have found, when fed on hay alone, make but little aub- 
stance, either of muscle or fat, but acquire large, low bellies, and aro 
incapable of bearing much work. 

The condition of those mules was uniformly good-—-one might look 
at fifty of them and not find an obviously unsound animal amongst 
them, while the work derived from them was great. Tho charac- 
teristio features of those animals were fine muscular development, 
By breadth of body, sufficiently furnished with fat without being 

urdened. The ages of these mules varied from two years old to 
twenty. I have observed horses fed in a way similar to the mules 
above referred to, and they have worked well, and put on a wiry 
err with fine coats, though they do not assume the fulness 
ot substance they do when fed chiefly on oats. Hence we arrive at 
the truth that the powers of digestion are greater iu the mule than 
in the horse,.as I have further ascertained when, travelling for days 
together, no oats could be procured, and feeding the horse chietly 
on beans, even with bran, often led to derangement of the digestive 
system, costiveness, and then a relaxed state of the bowels ensued; 
this, of course, is in part due to sudden change of food. 

The above area few of the observations [ have mado, not to cite 
the giving. of barley in the East, and of cooked food, to a great ex- 
tent, in the north ef this kingdom. 

Oats with a single handful of brau to each feed, and hay, I find 
to ba the food on which horses do best. These sesm to render all 
the necessary muscle and heat forming elements; though for hunters 
and other horses in foll work, a handfal of beans, as well as bran, 
may be given with each feed ; and with these combined I find firmness 
of muscle and enduring powers sre established, while tho fineness of 
skin afforda the evidence of splendid health. 

Hunters are fed fn some well-managed establishmont five times a 
day ; four feeds is the number | prefer, not so much with regard to 
the quantity given in the course of the day, as for the bettor division 
of the hours. Early in the morning, a little before noon, five in the 
afternoon, aud at doing-up time in the evoning—say eight o'clock ~ 
are sufficiently frequent, and leave convenient intervals between the 
feeding times. ‘Cho other period of feediog commonly adopted, and 
by myself omitted, is a second feed in the morning after the horses 
go into the stable from exercise, at which time I eens giving the 
portion of hay, and ensure healthy appetites for the mid-day — feed 
time. On hunting days some of these details aro disturbed, as the 
mid-day foediag time may have to be accelerated or deforred, in 
acoordance with the horae's hours of work. 

On hunting days the horses going out should have their morning feed 
divided--viz,, by giving litle more than half an ordinary portion on 
firat going to stable, and a small feed about an hour and half before the 
horse leaves-the stable. In the evening, after the day's work is over, 
two light feeds may be given--one ag soon after returning to the stable 
as svifices to make the horse comfortably clean and dry ; the second 
smal}t feed two hours later at night. 

One rule to be obseryed in the feeding of hunters and all other 
horses is; that the portions of corn given should be nicely divided, 
given at regular periods, with the important exception, equally neoes- 
sary to be kept in mind, that no horgo used for fast work should be 
allowed to have food within an hour of hia going out of the stable and 
that. even though, as in the case of the hunter, he may have some distance 
to go to covert. It is not the food given just before all the resources 
of the system are called into exertion that gives strongth to the horse 
-ron the contrary, it is burdensome, Another ralo, almost ag im- 
portant to be kept in viow, ia, that the tirad horse should not be over- 
loaded with food, either on the evening after huatiug, nor yet on the 
following day, but should bave his feeds at regular intervals, though ta 
somewhat diminished portions, until he craves foritand begins te feel 
fresh, as his tired system resames its natural state. 

How to treat horses in the evening of tueir return from hunting is 
as follows: After entering tho stable lot the bridle be taken off, and 
omit to use the formal process of turning the horse round in his stall 
&t once; but let his head be free, loose the girths, and throw the outer 
One down with the stirrups, leathers, Aud irons; put some dry straw 
On the saddleplaoa, replace the aaddle over it, turn tho horse roand, 
and then, with warm water and spovge, wash the horae's mouth and 


and beans comprise the essential varieties of

face, and with soft wisp and dry-rabber, make his head clean and \ coming round the top. ‘Chey raced togather, and passed tho post breast aut 


} Beunett, 180. Baanett resigued at the end of the first lap, when Wataou's 
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comfortable, put him to the manger and give a small portion of hay ; 
then let the rough dirt and sweat be got quickly off the body, leav- 
ing the saddle on, which done, throw a rug loosely over the horse, and 
wash his legs in a pail of warm water over knee and hocks; then 
sponge the sheath and thin skin between his thighs, and let the water 
be got out of the hair by tho use of a chamois leather, and when 
nearly dry put flannel bandages lvosely round the legs. At this stage, 
which will have taken the groom an hour, the horse may drink about 
threo quarts of warm water-gruel—I should have said according to 
the old orthodox plav, only that for some years past I have discovered 
a better beverage, Ove more congenial to the condition of the horse, 
and which acta on the digestive organ so as to be at once nutritive and 
slightly aperient. prefer putting about three double-handfuls 
of fresh bran into half a pailful of tepid water, stir it with the hand, 
and let the horse drink off the portion prescribed; then give a double- 
handful of oats with a sprinkling of dry bran, anda little hay, and 
bed the horse up, and leave him for an hour or more; then return, 
take off the bandages, dress the horse thoroughly well, and rab bis 
legs, Give more tepid water as before, an average feed of corn and 
hay, and leave him for the night, 

The above is not only good practice for hunters, but for tired, hard- 
ridden and driven horses of all classes. 

As to the question of bruising the oats, and cutting the hay into 
chaff, I was taught todo both, but fora long while past have coased 
to adopt either of theao details. I know that [ am exposing viows not 
in accordance With the present practice; that, however, I cannot help ; 
I have read and heard all that has been written, and is worth reading, 
on the matter, and that is much, 

I have seen and compared horses subjected to tho different modes, 
and also the economical side of the matter, aud [have to most the in- 
disputable fact, that when fed with unbruised oats some grains escape 
being broken down by the teeth, and, if so, cortainly pass through the 
alimentary canal without being acted on by the digestive process, or 
giving any nourishment to the system. 

L shall, however, place in opposition to the above fact another, and 
assert that I can feed horses, and produce better working condition, 
with a given quantity of unbrnised oats than I have ssen anybody 
effect by bruising them. But sparrows fatten on the oats which they 
gather from the horse-droppings, Granted; buat sill, if T prove by 
relative effects that, notwithstanding birds aod poultry flud whole osts, 
the horse's condition is perfect under the method, L act on that fact. 
Effects and economy constitute the sum total of my alw, and I find 
the explanation under the theory that digestion and assimilation is 
accomplished more perfectly with the unbruised oats; end though five

ROYAL ENQLISH OPERA. 


Mr, Henry Lostio'a new opera of © Ida, orthe Qua'dian Storks,” was 
received on its tivat performance with am enthusiasm scarcely warranted 
by the intrinsic merit of his work, An opera, the musio of which is 
wanting of the vory, first requisita—dramatic oxpression—miy be ap- 
pluuded on various account, but must bo adjadged a failure when 
estimated by the proper standard. The present is not the first time 
that Mc, Jeary Leslie has shown how capablo he ia of writing with a 
scholarly and graceful pea; but ia the composition of a work in which 
the play of varied emotions hay to be rendered, scientific knowledge 
and taste, however refined, ave comparatively unimportant adjancis ; 
tho vital requisite isdramatic power. Ta his treatment of the legendary 
story of ‘ ida” there is hardly w gleam of dramatic faculty discover- 
able; his music is,at the beat, agreeable to the ear; it evinces such 
strength only as might be looked for in any composition by so avilleda 
mitsician, Distinctive character, the musio of “Ida” has absolutely 
nove. Like the majority of composers, he has been unfortanate in 
the choics of his **book,” the story of “Ida” being remarkably un- 
fitted for oparatio treatment. The objection, however, that the music 
into which ho has translated it is characterless, rests with him alone. 
Nothiog in the shape of a libretto could woll exceed in absurdity 
Scribe’s “ L'Afiicaine.” The lant objection that could be made to Mey- 
erbeer's work would bo, that it lacks distiactive character. That we 
may not do any injustice 10 Mr. J. Pilgrave Simpson, the author of the 
books of * Ida,” wo give the argument of his piece in his own words :— 
“The family of Hainfeldt 04 the Rhino has, according to an old 
legend, boon supposed to be under the e-pocial guardismship of the 
siorks, which yearly build their nests on a certain tower of the castle, 
and are lioked upon ad protecduy spirits, Daring the civil wara the 
castle has beou attacked and almost eniirely destroyed, aud the storks 
have fled ia alarm, From that moment the fortunes of the family have 
fallen, Lhe Jord was killed during tho stege; the title-deods of the 
property, and other importaut documents have been lost; no one 
kuowa to whom the lata head of tue family confided the secret of their 
gafe bestuwal: and his childies, a son and daughter, have fatlen into'a 
ptsto of poverty, Adrian, the som has sought hia fortune in the Im- 
perialist army, and Ida, the daughter, bas boon left in tho half-rained 
casila of the family, under the guardianship of an old nurse, who, with 
hersou Damian, a bal’-witied youth, isdeeply attached to the fortunes 
of tho family, But Ida has nov beea too surietly guarded, A young 
student has rescued her from the bands of a roviug band of soldiers. 
Gratitude has become love, and the young pair have been secretly 
married, At the opening of the pisce, ihe storks retura after many 
years’ absence, The eld woman aud her son look apon this arrival at 
an omen of the return of prosperity to the family. But Ida isin terror 
‘at the possible wrath of Ler brother, on his announced retura home. 
The lovers are even disturbed by his sudden arrival. Adrian, during 
his absence, has been & spendthrife and a gambler. Ho has lost all, 
and has, ia his travels, oven gambled away the very castle toa curtain 
Baron Langzopf. This baron is chamberlain to a Prince of Hohen- 
zollern-Donverhausen, Whose s8cond gon has fled from his futher, to 
avoid being compelled to take ecolesiastical orders, and ho has been 
despatched by the Prince to flud this aon. 1t soon appeara that 
Rudolph, Ida’s secret husband, is the missing runaway. Oa the return 
of Adrian, who iesolves that his sister shall enter a. gouvent, he 
determined to reve+l his birth and claiu his bride, But moanwhile 
Baron Langzopf, who has come to take possession of the prop rty he 
has won from Adrian, iy smitten with the charms of Ida, aud offers to 
vive up the castle if ber haud be piven him. When Rudolph appears 
to claim big wife and reveal his rank, he meaty the draaded emissary 
of his father, Ale dares not now spaak out. Adrian believes him to 
be of humble origina, challenges him, and determines to kill the man he 
‘looks upon as the seducor of hia aister, Spite of his unwillicgaess to 
cross swordy with the brother of his Ida, Rudolph is obliged to comply. 
{da throws herself between the combatants, and is wounded by 
the sword of her brother, Seeving his’ sister lying apparently 
dead by his hand, Adrian, glready half jaddeved hy his 
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reckless life, his losses, and his rage, wholly loses his senses. 
In his rage he shoots one of the delusive guardians of the family in itd 
vest, and the bird fslls. The dependants are horrified, and the faint- 


ing Rudolph is borne away by his friends. Ida has only been wounded; . 
is madness per: * 


she has been recovered by her nurse; but Adrian in 
sists in looking on her as an evil spirit that has takon his sister's 
form, and has her locked up and guarded by the half-witted Damian. 
In vain would Greta, her old nurse, release ber, Damian, in his blind 
obedience to his master, will not swerve a jot from his instructions, 
Rudolph, who has learned the state of things, is in despair. But his 
friend Eric has found the wounded stork, has tended the poor bird, and 
cut from its neck a little mysterious medallion of lead, containing a 
closely writtea paper, which he brings to Rudolph. 


confided this paper, on which all the fortunes of the family depended, 
to the family guardian spirit. By this paper Rudolph finds that the lost 
title deeds and other papers are stowed away in a secret passage, com- 
municating from an inuer court of the castle to the moat of the now 
ruined walls. He thus has the secret of this passage, and resolves by 
this means to reach and save his wife. On the point of departure he 
is arrested, as the truant prioce, by Baron Langzopf. But Erio, by 
adroit mancouvring, induces the Baron to believe that the real fugitive 
prince is a certain Hildebrand, an absurd student, who is always 
fancying that some great destiny awaits him. Ounce more free, Ru- 
dolph contrives to fiud the lost papers in the subterranean vaults, to 
reach the interior of the strictly guarded castle, and even to release 
his wife. Adrian, still mad, nigh intercepts their flight. But he finds 
the papers left behind; he learns that by a spring he can cut off the 
very passago by which the lovers are flying, In his madness he 
moves this machinery, intended for the protection of the caatle from 
surprise, and Rudolph and Ida are left in the vaults, unable to proceed 
orreturn. But Adrian gees the lost title deeds. His reason begina to 
reluro. The Baron comes to seek Rudolph, whom he now really knows, 
and informs him that by the death of his brother he has become here- 
ditary Princa. Adrian now discovers that this detested husband of 
his sister isa prince. Slowly all dawns upon him, But where are the 
lovers ? Nothing but an abyss appears behind the secret entrance. To 
the relief of all they are seen climbing down the inined walls, by au 
aperture they bave found. Danger atill threatess them, Bat they reach 
tue ground insafety, Adrian restored to reason, and with his family 
possessions again in hig hands, embraces his brother-in-law and seeks 
turgiveness from his injured sister.” 

‘lo render such a story effectively in the form of anopera would 
require far greater constructive skill than the author has exhibited. 
It is questionable, one in a hundred of his audience was in the least 
degree impressed by the impressive part which the Qnardian Storka 
play in the story ; and the very climax of the plot, reached at the end of 
the second act, when the half crazy brother shoots ono of the two birds, 
becomes almost ludicrous from the inartful mode in which the incident 
is presented. The singers do nothiug to help either the librettist or, 
the composer, Mr, W. H. Cammings, who, as Rudolph, made his first 
appearance on the operatic stage, has not tho least notion of acting, 
and sings without emotional power. It is plain that he confounds the 
concert room, or the platform of Exeter Hall, with the operatic atage ; 
and it is only fair to tell him that, before he can attain a position ay 
an opera singer equal to that which he holds as a singer of sacred and 
chamber music, he must prepire him:elf by a course of special education. 
It is the importation of such inefficient singers aw himself that, more 
than anythiug else, serves to daunt the hopes of those who desire to 
see English opera firmly established on the Kaglish stage. Miss Ida 
Gilliess, as the heroine, made an impression On her audience much 
more favourable than that which she made at her debut ag Elvira, in 
“* Masaniello,” Mr, J. G,. Patey, as tho passionate brovher, was never 
heard to better advantage. The rich contralto voice of Miss Emma 
Hey wood—who played the old nurse, and did not lool in tha least old 
—-was highly effective in the concerted music, Several of the ballads 
were encored, but we doubt whether any one of them will become 
popular in the barrel-organ sense. Mr. Henry Leslio was called for at 
the end ofeach act, as were the principal singers, Mr, Alfred Mellon, 
also, was called upon the stage, and enthusiastically cheered for the 
admirable manner in which ho bad conducted his splendid bard, 
The new aceery, by Mr. IT, Grieve, was highly picturesque and 
warmly applauded, 

STRAND, 


After being contemplated for several years, a series of boldly de- 
vised, successfully executed alterations have almost entirely altered 
the aspect of the little theatre in the Strand, so long associated with 
the name of Swanborough and devoted to the service of comedietta 
and burlesque. From being one of the least convenient theatres in 
London, it tas been made one of the moat convenient as well as most 
elegant in the kingdom. It is not too much to say that, withia given 
and impassable bounds, everything has been done that can in fair- 
ness be asked with a view to ensuring the comfort of an audience, 
fhe crowd who on Saturday evening filled the almost newly con- 
structed theatre recognised with lavisn plaudits the efforts made by 
the managers to ensure their ease as well as entertainment, ‘The al- 
terations ¢ffwcted are of the most radical kind, Tho old pit-entrance 
from the Strand has been entirely abolished, and a new one formed 
in Surrey-street, the Strand entrance being eutirely devoted to visitors 
to the boxes and stalls, This arrangement alone effects a vast in- 


crease of comfort and safety to a large portion of the audience, who, * 


formerly, met in two streams at the head of a flight of stairs, and rau 
the risk of being carried helplessly downwards by any accidental in- 
crease of pressure, A new staircase of massive stone and iron has 
been mide to the gallery, the proportions of which have been greatly 
enlargod. The roof of the theatre hag been raised some ten feet, al- 
lowing a considerable addition to be made to the proscenium and 
coiling, Which is now lighted by a large “ sunlight,” serving the 
double purpose of illuminating and ventilating the audience part of 
the house. ‘Thess improvemeuta have been effected by Mr. 0. Foster, 
the builder of the New Surrey Theatre, now nearly completed, ‘I'he 
designs were furnished by Mr. Jon Ellis, if our memory serves 43, 
architect of the original thestre, when it wags converted, some thirty 
years ago, froma buildiag then used for the exhibition of panoramic 
pictures, ‘Lhe decorations are the joint work of Mr. Bradwell, of 
Great Vortland-street, aud Mr. Parlby, of Rathbone-place,' and do in- 
finite credit to them, The appearance of the theatre is extremely 
beautiful when filled with an elegantly dressed audianco; such as that 
which assembled on Satuidsy eveniog to inaugurate the re-opsning of 
the houe. 

The ouly novelty produced was 4 now opera burlosqua by Mr. I’, 0. 
Burnand, eaitled,* L’ Afriosine, orthe Queen of the Ounnibal Islands.’ 
We may at onca say that thisnew piece of extravagance is fairly up 
to the lovel of Mr, Burnand’s previous burlesque productions, and char- 
acterixed by the same qualities that have given mark to them, There j9 
now no other burlesque writer who brings to bear upon his work 8° 
greatafand of practicsl humour; and in the parodying of songs, 68° 
pecially of Italian songs, he stands almost without a compeer, There are 
several happy instances of this uncommoa faculty given in his pre 
sent work. Upon the whole, however, the wedding of burlesque 
song, and original music has not baen so thoroughly effected asin the 
preceding Strand burlesque of * Windsor Oustio,” As far as the 
writiug goes, the present piece ig more traly a burlesque of the 
object chosen, and makes boisterous fan of Scribe’s ‘book " scene bY 
scene; but the music of Mr, F. Musgrave seems to waver constantly 
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rocess of travestying, it is almost enough to give the 
ae of the diffyrent characters, As sicesitied by Mr. os Biot 
the hero, Vasco di Gama, becomes as to costume, wad part y ence 
language, a sort of stage pirate of the old ‘penny plain and dog ;

Mr. H. J. Turner is the Don 
Diego, and delights the more exalted pas of the audienca by the want 
of dignity with which he wears one of the grandest white beards ever 
seen vpon the stage or off it, As we have said, the applause was gen- 
erally distributed, and when the curtaio fell, actors, scéne-painter, 
&ud author, were in succession called to receive a crowning expres- 
sion of the approbation of the crowded audienca, The entsrtainments 
commenced with the old Strand farce of ‘Short and 3 weet,” and con- 
cluded with * An Alarming Sacrifice.”

On its appearance at the Ambigu Comique, Paris, ‘‘ La Voleuse 
@Enfante” was assailed by the correspondents of the English journals, 
and by those organs taking & spacial interest in the drama, with a 
storm of ridicule, showing as it did that the French notion of English 
Criminala Was even more grotesque than the estimate formed of 

nglishmen generally, and with which we are all familiar, Present- 
ing, as it did, a broad exaggeration of character and a total ignorance 
of the localities introduced, it is rather remarkable that Euglish authors 
could be found to select it, and an English management to accept it, 
for representation on our stage, Nevertheless Messrs. Osman and 
Fenton have grasped the subject and have succeeded in getting it “into 
shape” for the Victoria Theatre, uoder the title of * The Kidnapper.” 
Tt has undergone some remarksblo transformtions, andia itsnew guise 
is scarcely recognizable. ‘be locale has been reviaed and corrected, 
and the characters wear & somewhat teuthful aspect, though o1 the 
Whole the original colouring has not been very much obliterated, A 
very brief resume of the plot must suflice. In the prologue, Lord 
Sportington, whose possessions are settle! upon his wife aud child, by 
the death of both finds himse f throatened with loss of ineoue. He 
accordir gly determines to substitute a child for bis own lo-t offsprng, 
and, by passiug it off as his own, retain possession of the mo ey, wiih 
Which he would otherwise be compelled to part, Barah Waters, a 
known child-stealer, is employed to obtaia the requ'red infant, aud by 
a combination of circumstances she, in complete ignorance of what she 
is doing, gives her own daughter to the earl. Her child has been 
brought to London by her old Jover, and an agent of hers, one Atkins, 
has stoleu it from him. Immediately after discovering what she has 
done, sho is arrested for a previous offence, aud ere she has time to 
take any steps to recover possession of the child she is transported for 
fifteen years. Atkins nurders the lover of Sarah Waters, and, 
obtaining possession of the large sum which his lordship has paid as 
the price of the cri ne, succeeds in making off withit. At the com- 
mencement of the drama, fitteen years are supposed to have elapsed, 
Sarah bas returned from hor banishment, and Atkins, now a man of 
fashion, trading on Lord Sportington’s secret, demands, as the price of 
his silence concerning past eveiuts, the hand ofelIIelen, the adopted 
child. He is continually on the point of obtaiuing possession of the 
prize he covets, but is constantly thwarted by the interference of Sarah 

Vaters, of Sam Syphax, anally of hers; of Lockerby, a detective; or 
of Oliver Sidney, a favoured lover of Helen. As in the French piece, 
the scene in which Helen is inveigled into the power of her persecutor 
is Cremorne, The disguises of Atkins and lis shifts are many and 
clever, He believes that both the mother and tho lover of his intended 
Victim have fallen by his hand, but is in error in each supposition, and 
When the poor girl seems at last completely in his grasp, the supposed 
dead Sarah and Sidney appear, and are believed by him to be ghosts. 
They are, however, as he finds, substantial realities, and are accom- 
panied by Lockerby, who apprehends the ruffian on a charge, speedily 
to be subatanciaten: of murder, and Ilelen, her troubles at an end, is 
restored to her lover, This outline will convey but a slight idea of a plot 
as elaborate and complicated as any we ever met with; but it must suf- 
fice, for toattempt totrace the story incident by incident would be a task 
Wwe would rather not impose upon ourselves, Tho scenery is singularly

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KITCHEN GARDEN. i ! 

‘ Wheeling out manure, composts, earths, &e., trenching, draining, 
making new walks, and repairing old ones, are amongst the principal 
operations at tho present season in this department. Always make 
choice of suitable weather for performing each, with a view to cleanli- 
ness and good order. Asparagus, another bed should be preparedin the 
end of the week if a succession is required, Celery, it is necessary to take 
advantage of every favourable opportunity to earth-up all that requires 
it; rather lot it remain as it is than attempt to do this while wet, as 
the stalks will afterwards rot in a very short time, Cucumbers will re- 
quire constant attention in slopping and tying to the trellis, Daring 
very dull weather tho plants should not be excited to so great a degreo 
by heat and wateras inclear weather, neither should they be allowed to 
swell off so many fruit at ons time. Herb-beds, if they are not yet 
cleaned and doné up for the winter, should be attended to without 
delay ; a slight coat of very rotten dung should bo laid on them for the 

urpose of protecting the roots from frost, and to enrich the soil, 
Petters the Cabbage varieties planted in frames, intended for winter 
use, will not require much air if the soil is lightand dry; should they 
require a little water, give it to each plant from a watering-pot with- 
out a rose, Never expose the plauts to heavy rains, Sea-kale, « little 
leaf mould, tan, or cinder-dast, should bo laid over the crowns of the 
plants, pots may then be put ovor a portion of the plantation, and be 
covered with leaves as these are collected; if required for use in a 
short time, stable-dung to be used, Spinach, in gathering the leaves the 
beds to be trodden ae little ag possible, aa the growth is injured by having 
the soil consolidated about the roota, If sufficlently Jight and dry the 
surface of the soil to be loosened, The heavy autumn rains, probably, 
retarded the progress of tronching and other ground operations, but 
the present weather offers abundant opportunity for continuing such 
workas, 

FRUIT GARDEN. Y 

Continua to prepare for fuit-treo planting by draining, trenching, 
and pulverising the soil, and after planting stake, tio, and mulch the 
treoa securely in good time, ‘Too little importance is ih general 
attached to mulching; for whethor we consider the immense utility of 
shutting in, or rather arresting the departure of the remaining ground 
heat of the past summer, or imparting nutritious principles to the soil 
for the ensning year, the operation is one not to be neglected. It 
ought to be well considered that the soll has nothing in the way of 
temperature to gain between this period and the ond of February, but, 
on the contrary, a progressive loss must ensue for the next two months 
at least, unless we resort to the practice of mulching. Olear away dead 
leaves from the wall trees, and remove the green fruit from the figs, The 
established strong-growing fruit trees that are tardy of producing 
fruit should undergo the operation of root-pruning, This must be 
performed acemding to circumstances. If the trees are planted too 
deep, or the soil has been raised above or about. them since planting, 
by all means fork the roota out crrefally, and plant them again with 
care on the surface, spreading them out jadiciously, and then mulch, 
If trees to be opara’ed upon are planted high and dry, fork about 
them at a reasonable distance, and prune back the main or strongest 
roots as you discover them. Raspberry plantations may be cleared of 
the dead cones and superflaons wood; the suckers to be taken off, and 
the strongest should bot once planted for a succession. 

FLOWER GARDEN, 

Alterations, planting, &v., will be carried on this autumn with much 
comfort, a3 far as the weather is concerned, and those who have em- 
ployed additional lubour to carry out these affairs will have little to 
regret in the spring. All tender or half-hardy sbrabs should have 
rome protection planned forthwith, and especially the tender kinds of 
Roses. Standards of the latter may have a dry bunch of moas, @ 
wisp of hay or straw, or somo dried fern, bound round the head, and 
the whole well fastened to astake. | A fortnight’s really fine weather 
in November, while it soems to prolong the autumn, by permitting 
us the enjoyment of the fading glories of vegetation, affords the 
always-appreciated opportunity of proceeding with the various im-

portant operations connected with the garden, A little care ma 
reserve Ohrysanthemums, particularly those trained against a wal 
or some time; the simple protection of a net will ward off the excess 
of frost likely toinjure them. Take up and store Marvel of Pera, 
Dahlias, and Salvia patens if not already done, and finish planting 
bulbs and Anemones. If the beds haye not been yet filled with spring- 
flowering plants, we would suggest to plant some beds with an edging 
of Crocus, followed by Hepaticas, double Primroses, Scillas, Hyacinths, 
and Narcissus in successive rows. If a portion of the garden is de- 
voted permanently to plants calculated to render it gay at a cheerless 
season, plant the bright-berried Pernettyas, hardy Ericas, Daphne, 
the winter-blooming Jasminum, the old Sanguinaria canadensis, 
Adonis vernalis, Winter Hellebore, Anemone apennina, Myooastia in- 
termedia, the charming little Veronica alpestris, which covers the 
ground with its green compact foliage like a carpet, the elegant little 
Saxifragas oppositi-folia major and minor, Aubrietia deltoidea, Orobne 
veinus, aud Arabia verna, ‘hese, with bulbs, render a garden gay 
at a very early season, 
CONSERVATORY AND GREENHOUSK, 

Every decaying leaf should now be instantly removed from theae 

houses, for at this season, when the plants are in high health, covered 


| with dark green foliage, and bending beneath gorgeous flowers, tha 


contrast is more delightful than at any other period, and whilst the 
wreck outside is daily increasing, the art of gardening becomes more 
manifest within. We need scarcely urge thorough cleanliness in all 
other points. Drip must be studiously avoided in these structures, 
not only on account of the flowers, but the comfort of the pro- 
prietors, The stock of plants to bloom at Christmas, consisting partl 

of stove plants grown for that purpoas, and partly of force 

bulbs and shrubs, should now receive some atteution, particue 
larly the former, which should be undergoing a slight amount of forcing 


to bring them iuto bloom at that time. Chinese Azaleas and Oranges | 


may be assisted by a little extra heat, being careful, however, to apply 
it gradually. At the same time, if a forcing-house is at coninkhe: a 
portion of the stock of roses, lilacs, syringas, deutzias, and other hardy 
shrubs from the reserve pit may be placed in the cool end of it, orin 
a light situation in an early vinery or peach-house; if they oan be 
afforded a slight bottom heat all the better. A few of the more easily 
forced American plants, including some of the earliest-flowering 
rhododendrons should be added, they will greatly enhance the display 
in January. Bring forward hyacinths and early tulips in a geutle 
bottom heat, Double Roman. narcissus, crocuses, Neapolitan violets, 
mignonette, and cyclamens bloom early without much forcing, and 
answer best placed on shelves at the back of vineries to catch overy 
ray of light and to insure them from damp.—Coitige Gardener,

Barker, at the Clerkenwell Police-court, on Wednesday, charged by 
Inspector Manskill with illegally assembling: da the skittle-ground of 
the Leopard Public-house, St, Luke's, for the purpose of dog fighting, 
contrary to the provisions of the Cruelty to Animals Prevention Act. 
The case was fully proved, and the landlord and a man named Bird 
were fined £5 each, Another person named Holly was malet in £4. 
The othera, with only two exceptions, had to pay a penalty of 403. 
Tho fines wera all paid. 

A maa named John Hutchinson, who appears to be an accomplished 
swindler, was convicted at the Middlesex Sessions on Wednesday.

LORD W. LENNOX ON PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 

On Monday night Lord William Lounox delivered a lecture to the 
members of the Clapham Athenwum ou Physical Education. 

His Lordship said the importance of the question he had undertaken 
to disouss, and the knowledge he had of the exceHent character of the 
Olapham Athenwum, were the reasoas why he had on a short notice 
consented to make his first appearance ag a public lecturer, It must 
be clear to every one, he said, that without exercise the body loses its 
tension and the mind becomes feeble, while those who indulge in 
manly gamos find their mental powers increased and their bodies in- 
vigorated. From time immemorial bodily exorcises had boen practised 
by all nations, and never more 80 than at the present time in our own 
country. Qae of the earliest mentious of athletic games was in the 
second book of the ‘Iliad,’ when the soldiers janded and played 
at quoits on the beach; and again, in the twenty-third book, 
Achilles was represented as institating games in honour of Pa- 
troclus, who had been overthrown. At a later period games, 
according to Plato, were made a means of medicine to counter- 
act the evil effects of too great luxary. The Romana iu thoir 
gymnasia practised dancing, wrestling, bedtn , ruoning, leaping, 
and hunting; the dancing, however, being as itrerent trom that of 
the present day as high-heeled boota were to togas and sandals. Box- 
ing was not much unlike that practised now; wrestling was aided by 
the use of the cestus, Running was a most popular exercise, and was 
pursued not only by mon and boys, but even by the women. The 
jumping was done in & manner like that of the foot steeple-chases of 
the present day. Virgil mentions an amusing gamo of men jumping 
on full wine-skins, and maintaining their equilibrium when they came 
down. ‘The discus or quoit was in large roquest, as were also imple- 
ments resombling the modern dumb-bells; while in hurling javelins 
and other missiles were used, His Lordship then dosoribed the sports 
of the Circus Maximus; and, * putting on his seven-leagae boots,” he 
stalked to the Hast to quote the description of the attacking of the 
hippopotamus, as given by Diodorus. He then noticed a sketch by 
Davis of a cricket match at Mau-Ohang-Fow, in China, played by 
Englishmen in the presonce of a Chinese assemblage. As re- 
spected tho chase, the heathen mythology, with the instances of 
Diana, Apollo, and other deities, as well ag the examples of 
Alexander the Groat and Oyrus, went to prove that both 
the savage and the members of civilised society were always devoted 
to this kind of sport. In our country, from the reign of Edward the 
Martyr through those of the Conqueror, Hdward I,, Edward IL, and 
to James I., tho chase had been ardently pursued by the sovereigns, 
Athletic games, aud especially the sport of archery in the Finsbury- 
fiolds, formed a prominent feature of English life in the time of Henry 
VILL; and during this period it was that the national character Was 

athering strength, through the enoouragement given by rare ae to 
those pursuits where skill and pleasure were combined with outdoor 
exercise and relaxation, ‘I'here were, however, the debasing effects of 
bull aud bear baiting in the amusements of tue Plantagenets, aud there 
were the demoralisutions of Suuday evening balls and fetes introduced 
by the Stuarts. So far, indeed, was this spirit carried, that in 1693 
Jbarles I. ordered “ The Book of Sports” to be read in church. 
one Jearned divine in particular, 
resenting tue orders of the King, followed up his reading of “Tne 
Book of Sports” by the reading of the Ten Commandments, and thea 
addressing his flock, ho ssid, “ Dearly beloved, you have heard the 
commands of God aud man; obey which you please.” In the tims of 
Uromwell sports aud pas mes wero prohibited. About 1720, aud iu 
the early days of George i, the amusements of Londoners were 
said to consist of drinking, cock-fighuing, backgammon, Wo. ; 
and sometimes the citizens went out with the Mayor's dogs, 
I'hey were also given to bull-baitiag, bear-baiting, throwlag 
a+ cooks, aud lying in alo-houses. ‘I'he game of tennis, chess, 
and draughts were likewise ployed; and us the more barbarous 
sports had since been abolished by act of Parliament, the reat 
had continued much the same dowa to the preseut day. His lordship 
nuxt deseribed the state of England at tne period of the threaiened 
iuvasion by the First Napoleon, aud dwelt particularly on the healthy 
tone that was given tu the people by the martial exercises of the volun. 
teers af that stirring period, da enovuraging sports, however, 
strenuous efforts should be made to check the redkiess spirit of 
gambling, which exhausted and endangered alike the ply sival powers 
of the individual who practised it aud the well- beiug of suciety, 
Let all games of chanve which wera siaful be avoided, and lét 
such be pragiised as were healthfal to the miud and body, and 
were conducive to vittue aud manliness. Nor stfould it bo sup- 
posed that he would neglect the imental training which had 
veen so powerfully advocated by the champions of education. Iu that 
uvighbourhood of Clapham, in particolar, where he rec aiiected when a 
boy returning home for his holidays, he was driven through & Common 
of waste lands, which Was DOW Studded as if by the hand of Aladdin, 
with handsome villas.

W. SADDLER AND PIOK. 

_ On Monday afternoon a scullers’ race, which appeared to create oon- 
siderable interest among the ‘ professionals,” took place betwoen 
these two men for a stake of £25 a side, the course being from Putney 
Aqueduct to Barnes Railway Bridge. The match arose, we believe, 
out of the race for the Coat and Badge, at tho late Thames National 
Regatta, in which Pick carried off the second prize, Sadler, who is a 
younger brother of the well-known Joe Sadler, being unfortunate! 
thrown out in his heat by his boat breaking completely in two amid- 
ships, when ho had a decided lead. 

adler is well developed about the chest and loins, and long in the 
back, but somewhat short in the lege, which gives him when ia his 
boat the appearance of being a much bigger man than ho really is, He 
weighed on the day of the race 9st 101b, being a few pounds heavier 
than his opponent, who is altogether much slighter bailt. Both men 
aro still in their apprenticeship, and beyond figuring occasionally at 
regattas, &c., are comparatively unknown on the river; but as they 
were reported to have done great things in private, the encounter 
was looked forward to with unusual interest. Sadler trained at the 
Bells, Putney, under the care of Harry Kelley, who showed him up in 
au eight-oared cutter, steered by Frank Kilsby. Pick took his broath- 
ings at the Foathers, Wandsworth, and was piloted by Stephen 
Salter, and both men came to the post in admirable condition. A few 
days before the raco the betting was nominally quoted at 5 to 4 on 
Pick, whose neat, clean style of going, found him many supporters ; 
but on the morning of the encounter it veered round, first to evens, 
and subsequently to 6, 6, and 7 to 4 on Sadler, who was ourreutly re- 
ported, albeit without the slightest foundation, to have rowed a great 
trial with Randolph Cook; and just before the start as much as 2 to 1 
was in somo instances Jaid on him, at which price there was no lack 
of takers, The two men conjointly ohartared a steamboat, on board of 
which were the officiala—Henry Salter being umpire for Pick, and Joo 
Sadler for his brother, Mr. Ireland, of the London Rowing Oiub, 
officiating as referee. Owing to the delay which took place in getting 
the men to their stations, the best of tho tide was lost, it being almost 
flood before they got off; but otherwise the day was most favourable 
—-the weather, which had been very threatening during the morning, 
clearing up about an hour before tho start, with little or no wind, 

Pick won the toss, and of course took the Middlesex station, his op- 
ponent being much further than usual over towards the contre of the 
Stream. After some little dodging for the start, they got away by 
mutual consent at 8b, 19min., Pick, whose forte is rapid starting, 
being the first to take bold of the water, and dashing off with @ lead of 
three or four feat. Off Kelley's ho was half a length ia advance; bat 
here Sadler, settling down to his work in good atyle, begau to come 
up, and in a dozen strokes succesded in drawing himself level. At 
Simmond's yard he was leading by a third of his own length, and was 
clear off the London Boathouse; Pick, oven at this early stage of tho 
race, being apparently all abroad, and without an effortin him. At 
the Point Sadler had improved his lead to two lengths, his tine slaah- 
iug Style showing to marked advantage, Butween Craven Oottago 
and the Crabtree both men began to ahecr over somewhat abruptly 
towards the Surrey side, Pick being directly in the wake of the leading 
man, and getting the full bonetit of his wash. At the Soapworks 
Sadler had threa clear lengths to the good, and eased off slightly; in 
8pite of which, however, ha coutinued to improve his position, Hume 
meremith-bridge was rescbed in 10min 1Usec from the start, Sadler 
leadiug by upwards of three clear lengths. rom this point the race 
calls for no further description, for although Pick rowed a gallant 
stern wager, and once or twice speared slightly to diminish his op- 
ponent's Jong lead, he was sony over-muatched from begiauing to 
end, and Sadler ultimately rowed in an easy winner by about threo 
lengths. The whole diatance waa aooomplished in somethiug over 
2usin—the pace throughout boing very indiflerent, as may be judged 
from the fact that Cannon, although completely out of traiuing, rowod 
ahead of the wiuner up to Obiswick Church, On thé conclusion of the 
race Sadler came on board the steamboat, where & liberal collection 
was made on behalf of the Josiog man.

EXTRAORDINARY YAOHTING FRAT. 

The following letwr has been addressed to tho editor of the Dulin 
Express :— 

* Sir--As your journal often records matters connected with yacht- 
ing, in order to give courage to timid yaohtsmen aud prove what a 
amuall craft oan accomplish when handled with the skill and daring for 
whioh the British seaman always has been and atillis so celebrated, i» 
may be worth while to publish the following short details of the woy- 
agé from Liverpool to Sydney, New South Wales, of a 25-tonner, the 
Vivid, formerly one of the fleet of this club, built by Fife, of Fairlie, 
in the year 1859, solely for racing purposes, and the winner in her 
class (under 80 tons) of the Royal Irish Oup iu the year 1859, and the 
St. George's Cup ia 1860, at our Kingston regatta. Tho Vivid, with 
Mr. Davia as skipper and J. Philipa as mate, sailed from Liverpool on 
tho Slat October, 1864, under trysail and hoad canvas, with light NE 
winds, to the Equator, which she crossed on the 8rd December, Shoe 
thea had. strong SH trade winds to latitude.26.5, and fresh westerly 
winds thence to the Cape of Good Hope, -where she arrived on the 12th 
January, 1865—-72 days—short of water (her tanks having leaked), 
and with the loss ot Philips, the mate, who died on board on the 1th 
November. She left the Capo on the 23rd January, and ran down her 
eabting in latitude 89°30 south, carryiog song W and SW winds, and 
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entered Bass’s Straits on the 15th March. On the 7th, when off Cape 
Lewin, she encountered a very viclent gale from the NW round to 
BW, in which several large ships lost their spars. The gale Ineted 
four days, during which the yacht was hove to, and sho was again 
compelled to heave to off Oape Howe in aSW gale, it being considered 
dangerous to run in #0 heavy a sea. On Jeaving the Cape of Good 
Hope she kept company for 3000 miles with an American pilot-boat, 
bound for Bhanghae, and srrived at Sydney safely and in perfect con- 
dition on the 24th March Jast, thus completing in 130 days a voyage 
of over 16,000 miles, a foat unprecedented in the annals of yachting. 
The Vivid has been purchased by her present owner, Sydney. C. Burt, 
R.8, Y.C,, and brought out to New South Wales to race against larger 
yachts of colonial build. The foregoing detail proves that even the 
smallest vessels of our yacht fleet, when properly manned and handled, 
are equal to ocean voyages, which many encounter with fear in the 
largest ships of the mercantile marine. |

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SCULLERS’ RACE FOR £100, 

On Tuesday afternoon the lovers of aquatics were delighted with 
another of those treats which have been so plentiful this year, viz., a 
magnificent race over the metropolitan course, which, moreover, had 
something novel in it, as one ofthe men is acknowledged to be one of the 
very best that ever rowed over our river, and has never hitherto been 
beaten, while the other hag never previously rowed a scul'crs’ race save 
in regattas. In these, however, his prowess was so great and his pace 
ao fast that the backers of Randolph Cook, of Oxford, sought a customer 
for him long since; but, ag little men would have nothing to say to the 
Oxonian, he was at length brought out against the almost invincible 
Thomas Hoare, of Hammersmith, and they were matched to row from 
Putney to Mortlake for £50 a side. ‘he race accordingly came off on 
Tuesday, when both men appeured in splendid condition, Cook having 
trained under the care of the champion Henry Kelly, at the Bells, 
Putney, while Hoare had taken his practice at Mr. Willcox's, the White 
Hart, Barnes. While, however, Cook had shown so prominently in 
regattas, he never during his practice exhibited any such marked 
superiority in style or pace as to make him the favourite; while on the 
other hand, the public, relying upon Hoare’s well-known staying powers 
and his brilliant succession of victories, Invested thoir money on the 
Hammersmith Jad, and the ball having beet once set rolling, did not 
stop until 3 to 1 was commonly offered on him, Three steamboats had 
been engaged to accompany the race, and on board of one of them was 
Mr, Willcox, as umpire for Hoare; Mr. Stephen Salter, of Oxford, for 
Qook; and Mr, John Ireland, of the Loudon Rowing Club, referee. 
Cook was taken up by Kelly, and Hoare by George Drewitt, The 
Oxford man having won the toss, they went to their stations, and were 
off at about half-past three, Cool immediately taking the lead. This 
he increased sands until ho had cleared his man, rowing at a rapid pace 
andin very fine form. At Simmond’s boat-yard Cook led by. halfa 
clear longth, and by another at the London Boat-house, Hoare laying 
out all his powers and exhibiting his very best form, but being as yet un- 
able to diminish his opponent’s lead. So they rowed past the Willows 
and round toe Point, where Cook spurted and led by a clear, length, 
still further increasing the gap higher up. Hoare, however, was rowing 
in that careful and artistic manner for which he has always been cele- 
brated, and eyeing his man now and then seemed on cach occasion 
satisfied with the scrutiny, Past the Dung-wharf they kept the same 
positions, but as they made the open water opposite the Dung-whartf 
and came into the lumpy stuff Cook faltered in his stroke, and catching 
a crab, Hoare immediately reduced the lead to half a clear length. 
Cook got Saha again, but again was collared, and a succession of beau- 
tiful spurts followed to within a short distance of Hammersmith-bridge, 
when Cook, who had latterly been bowing his man, suddenly eased, and 
Hoare’s boat running up his quarter they came into collision, Cook 
righted himself first, and Hoare backing astern, Cook passed under the 
bridge holding a lead of a clearlength again, Shortly afterwards Hoare 
drawing up, Cook again bored his man out; Hoare gave way and went 
wide of him, still leaving! Cook with the lead, till they were within a 
few yards of the bottom of Chiswick Ait, where the wind waa lashin g 
the water into mimic waves. Cook rowed very well through it, but 
Hoare rowed better, and when he fairly collared his man, Cook col- 
Japsed, and Hoare was left to win as he pleased, which he did, occupy- 
ing 27 min. 80 sec, in rowing the course, against a dead noger best part 
of the way. The general impression after the race was, that although 
Cook had flown at too high game he will heat many men of less calibre 
than Hoare, and as he is not yet 21, and has shown that he can hold 
one of the best acullera of the day nearly two miles, his future promises 
. to be Beivants and we wish him every success, as he is a quiet inoffen- 
alve Jad.
